Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of the claims 
1-20 of the amendment dated 3/9/2009: Nothing in the prior art anticipates or suggests, 
"manually and automatically re-positioning and re-sizing, by a pen-based computer 
system, the zoom window and the inking region relative to at least one underlying digital 
document, the re-positioning and re-sizing of the zoom window and the inking region 
occurs at least as annotation of the at least one underlying digital document is entered in 
the inking region during the annotation event as a function of an amount of annotation 
information entered and displayed in the inking region, wherein size of the zoom window 
corresponds to size of the inking region", in a computer-implemented method that 
provides a zoom window to annotate digital documents with digital ink, for example, in 
the base claim 14.
